All is not poi that thickens and this
fact has been boroe in upon a great
muny uscrs of that Hawaiian staff of
life on the other islands, In Honolulu,
where there is a more or less elose tab
kept upon the pol-pounders, the biue
mass renches the in all its
natural purity, but nccording to well
anthentieated reports, cutside manufae-
turers have been gradunlly adding to
and substituting in their materials un-
til the patiopal dish has grown to be
poster paste in reality as well as in ap-
pearnnce and taste. The prineipal adul-
ternnt up until the last few weeks hns
been flour, with whi¢h has been com-
pounded a yeast mixture that adds bulk
to the whole,

In most places in the country, paial
is sold by the ong, not by weight and
this hns afforded o great opporiunity
for the ones who want to add a little
to the profits by filling tne pnianl bags
partly and letting the yeast do the rest,
When the bng leaves the pol shop it
hug u flabbinees most noticeable. After
it hae been allowed to lie around for
some hours it aequires a corpulency thnt
threatens the siel seams, A shipper
who londed a fow buge on the Cluudine
the other day ruther overdid the voast.
ing. The bugs lay for an hour in the
sun at Houn, the contents straining the
jute almost to Lhe bursting point.
